Inside the crowd pushed, screamed, 
writhed and fought in the narrow cor- 
ridor, but their pushing held tight 
the doar to escape. 

Arlene Harvey, 22, checkroom girl, 
died at her post, unable to fight 
against the human tide. 

Robert Wolfe, 23, caught securely 
behind the door while flames licked 
at his clothes and hair, screamed for:

PARIS, March 24.—(4)—Twenty- 
one accused spies for soviet Russia. 
including 10 women, will go on trial 
secretly tomorrow with the confessed 
American chief, Robert Gordon Switz, 
and his wife virtually assured of ac- 
quittal after 15 months in prison. 


The immediate release of _ the 
Switzes will be sought by the attor- 
ney on the ground that their confés- 
sions unmasked and resulted in break- 
ing up what is perhaps the greatest 
spy ring since the war, suspected of 
trafficking in military secrets of 
France and other countries. 

Court officials said Switz and his 
wife probably would be deported. 

Headquarters of the band, the 
where another American, Arvid John- 
son, former school teacher, already 
has been convicted of espionage along 
with 28 others. 

Fifty alleged members of the inter- 
national band of secret agents have 
been rounded up: 21 in France and 
29 convicted in Finland, among them 
being Arie Shule, alias Marie Louise 
Martin, supposed “brains” of the 
group. She was indicted in the French 
affair, although she is now in a Fin- 
nish prison. 

Ten others are missing, including 
an American woman, Pauline Levine, 
of New York. These 10 fugitives are

INDEPENDENT BLOC 
HUPELESSLY SPLIT 


G. O. P. Group Thrust 
Far Apart on ‘New Deal’ 
Views. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—(?) 
Split over the New Deal, the senate 
republican independents who shaped 
legislation and made history for years 
have been thrust further apart by 
recent developments. 


Privately, some of them say that 
differences are so pronounced that 
there is little likelihood that the group 
will ever again be a harmonious, 
forceful unit. 

Not long.ago the personal feud be- 
tween two of the leaders in the bloc, 
Johnson, of California, and Borah, of 
Idaho, was healed. friends reported. 


| Nevertheless, observers agree that the 


independents as a group are probably 
further apart than they have been 
since Mr. Roosevelt’s election. 

First Big Breach in ’32. 

Save for minor disaffection, the in- 
dependents stuck together through four 
republican administrations. The first 
major breach came in 1932. Four of 
the senators. Johnson; Norris, of Ne- 
braska; La Follette, of Wisconsin, 
and Cutting, of New Mexico, support- 
ed President Roosevelt openly against 
Herbert Hoover. 

The climax came during the recent 
conflicts over the $4,880,000,000 relief 
bill, when economic as well as politi- 
cal theories clashed. Feeling became 
so bitter that times some members 
of the group barely spoke to each 
other.

motive for the assault.

EDWARDS ASSAILS

Failure of the legislature to pass 
a general appropriations bill in the 
closing hours of its biennial session 
Saturday night left Governor ‘Tal- 
madge in full control of the state’s fi- 
nances in 1936 and that part of 1937 
in which he remains in office and 
paves the way for the chief executive 
to carry out his pledge to the people 
to pay off the balance of the state de- 
ficit without raising taxes a dime. 

As the members of the general as- 
sembly wended their ways homeward 
Sunday with mixed feelings. the gov- 
ernor again let it be known that he 
has no intention of calling a special 
session to handle the appropriations 
and that he either will use the 1934 
and 1935 act as a guide and save 
wherever possible to pay off the debt 
or he will pay out the funds as he 
sees fit, an authority given him in 
the constitution of the state when he 
has no appropriations bill on which 
to operate, 

As the assemblymen departed, Rep- 
resentative 4H. Edwards, of 
Lowndes county, Talmadge leader in 
the lower branch of the assembly, is- 
sued a caustic tement in which he 
charged that the failure of the house 
to pass the appropriations bill as ad- 
vocated by the senate was due to a 
long series 6f speeches on the floor 
of the house “nominating for gover- 
nor and lieutenant governor” and the 
presenting of various gifts to officials 
of the house, and to Representative 
Pau! Lindsay, of DeKalb county, the 
anti-Talmadge leader, whose present, 
it was learned Sunday, was the gift of 
a few friends in the house and not the 
entire house. 

. Leadership Attacked. 

Edwards charged that the matter 
of agreeing to the -eppropriations bill 
was badly handled by the house lead- 
ership and asserted that the house 
would have accepted the bill as fixed 
by the senate if given a good oppor- 
tunity. 

Meanwhile, Representative Roy V. 
Harris, of Richmond county, the 
house floor leader, issued a statement 
saying that chaos would reign in the 
state and local government as the re- 
sult of the failure to pass a general 
appropriations bill. He blamed the 
senate for refusing to fix a fund for 
the common schools which could not 
a cut for the failure of the entire

The governor said nothing publicly 
and the general anticipation is that 
he will say nothing until the end of 
the year and then he will tel] the 
State department and agencies how 
much they will have to operate on in 
1936 and tell the people how much 
will be paid on the $2,000,000 deficit 
during the year. 

Immediately after the adjournment 
Saturday night the governor said that 
the sine die adjournment meant once 
and forever and left no doubt in the 
minds of his hearers but that he had 
no intention of calling a special ses- 
sion to handle appropriations. 

Edwards’ Statement. 

The Edwards’ statement follows: 

“I desire the people of Georgia to 
know the reasons why the general as- 
sembly did not enact the general ap- 
propriation bill.

“Section 92-111 of the 1933 code 
provides for the governor and_ the 
comptroller-general to levy annually a 
sufficient amount to raise the sum of 
$100,000 as a sinking fund against 
the bonded indebtedness of the state. 
This same section provides: ‘In ad- 
dition to the foregoing levy, the gov- 
ernor, by and with the assistance of 
the comptroller general, shall levy 
and assess such additional rate of tax 
on the taxable properties of this state 
as may be necessary to meet the ap- 
propriations: of the general assembly 
for each succeeding year. The aggre- 
gate ad valorem tax levy in any one 
year shall not exceed the tax rate 
limit fixed by the constitution of this 
state.’ This limit is 5 mills. 


Says Tax Levy in Doubt. 

“Therefore it would appear that if 
no appropriations bill is passed by 
this general assembly, no state ad 
valorem tax can be levied, 

“The present four-mill rate levied 
by the state brings in $4,000,000 and 
the state’s income therefore will be 
reduced $4.000,000 . and this re- 
duction will reduce any available 
funds for school and eleemosynary 
purposes on the part of the state by 
the same amount. 

“The counties will be in worse 
shape than the state. Except for the 
purpose of retiring bonds, the county 
tax rate is fixed on the basis of a 
vertain percentage of the ad valorem 
rate levied by the state for any par- 
ticular year. If the state can levy

News Behind the News

DECLINE WASHINGTON, March 24.—It is unbelievable but true 
that a decline in demagoguery was faintly percept- 
ible in the house bonus discussion. 

Only one congressman recited “Tommy this, and Tommy that,” 
which is a new all-time low record for the use of Kipling in bonus 
speeches. Only a few more delivered the old tear-wringer about 
the brave lads who went over the top, which is also a new low record 
on that phrase. No more than a few dozen others resorted to the 
device of extending their remarks in the appendix of the Congres- 
sional Record so they could mail out free speeches which they 
never delivered. 

The general run of congressmen made an effort, at least, to avoid 
political flag-waving and to discuss valid arguments for the bonus 
and against it. 

Of course, the progress in political realism did not develop to 
the point where anyone mentioned the brave quartermasters who 
went over the tops of the Paris bars, or the bold MP’: who pa- 
trolled the cantonments, but, all in all, the debate was above that 
of previous bonus harangues. 


WHEELS On the inside, there was more politics than ever. 

There were so many wheels within wheels, it is sur- 
prising that no more than one congressman became dizzy enough 
to vote on both sides of the issue. 

The foremost reason for this was that the American Legion 
lobby was fighting the lobby of the Veterans of Foreign Wars. Ordi- 
narily, the Legion lobby is dominant. It has more money and in- 
fluence than the VFW. Never before has it failed to get what it 
wanted. 

It failed this time because the VFW militantly resisted the Le- 
gion’s efforts to muscle in on its issue. Up antil last fall, the VFW 
monopolized the issue. Until a few weeks ago, there was only one 
bonus bill, the Patman-VFW bill. At the last election, many bonus 
congressmen pledged themselves specifically to it, and therefore 
could not change now. In view of this, the: Legion lobby did well 
to make as good a showing as it did. Its congressional prestige 
was not materially injured, no matter what you have heard to the 
contrary. 


MORE WHEELS The inflationist aspects of the White House 


action have been over-emphasized, The truth 
is the inflationists in congress are licked. They know they can- 
not get anything important past the White House, and have a de- 
featist complex. Although they have a majority in both houses, 
There will not be any inflation legislation this session. 

Far more influential was the personal aspect. The house is 
clubby off-stage. Many members felt chat, in as much as Patman’s 
name was on previous bonus bills, it was unfair to deprive him 
of prestige by passing a different bill. Actually, this feeling was 
responsible for probably 10 votes, enough to have changed the re- 
sult.

FOR GOAST DASH 


Giant Plane To Blaze Dis- 
tance Trails to Western 
Terminus. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—(4)— 
The Roosevelt administration today 
headed toward other strenuous legis- 
lative tussles on Capitol Hill—after 
finally rescuing its $4,880,000,000 re- 
lief bill from eight weeks of senate 


strife. 

Realizing that congress definitely is 
back to normal after two years of 
White House domination, administra- 
tion leaders are preparing for stiff 
battles on all major “New Deal” prop- 
ositions pending. 

Aware of the changed situation, 
President Roosevelt has indicated to 
his lieutenants that he also is going 
to do some fighting when necessary 
to get his propositions approved this 


session. 

Being a strategist, however, Mr. 
Roosevelt is letting congress revise 
and revamp measures in whatever 
language it desires as long as it car- 
ries out his ideas. 

Relief Measure Changed. 

The work relief measure was 
changed in many details by the sen- 
ate before passage yesterday yet it 
gave the president almost complete 
authority to use the $4,880,000,000 as 
he wishes for relief. 

The house will send the relief 
measure to conference tomorrow and 
Senator Glass, democrat, Virginia, its 
senate manager, predicted today that 
an agreement would be reached prob- 
ably late in the week that will send 
it to the White House.

The Pan-American Clipper, holder of 
the world’s record for longe-range 
seaplane flights, awaited orders ‘ to- 
night to proceed to San Francisco. 

The.Clipper, latest addition to the 
Pan-American Airways fleet of fly- 
ing boats, will be used in experi- 
mental flights along the proposed com- 
mercial airline between California 
and the orient. 

“The ship will leave Tuesday or 
Wednesday,” Edward P. Critchley, op- 
erations manager of the Caribbean di- 
vision, told the United Press. “It is 
now ready for the California flight 
and will take off as soon as orders 
are received from New York.” 

The Clipper will fly non-stop, ac- 
cording to tentative plans, from Mi- 
ami to Acapulco in the state of Guer- 
ro on the west coast of Mexico, a 
distance of more than 1,800 miles. 

From Miami, it will proceed down 
the Florida keys to the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, turn southeastward toward the 
Gulf of Campeche, cross Mexico south 
of Vera Cruz and swing northeast- 
ward along the west coast to Aca- 
pulco. 

On the second day, the Clipper will 
fly from Acapulco to San Francisco, 
1,833 miles, if flight plans are not 
changed before the departure from Mi- 
ami next mid-week.

With 
a cruising range of 3,000 miles, such 
ships would go far toward giving the 
United States domination of the Pa- 
cific. 

Another plan is to assign “mother 
ships” to the planes. These vessels 
would carry fuel and supplies and ac- 
company the planes wherever they go, 
just as tenders follow submarines on 
lengthy jaunts. 

Neither of the experimental planes 

is armored. The navy is convinced 
that armor plate is impracticable for 
such ships because its excessive weight 
is likely to cut down the cruising 
range. 
It probably will be early in the sum- 
er, it was said, before the planes can 
be put through sufficient tests to de- 
termine whether the navy will go 
ahead with the program.

$300,000 Is Needed 
By Olympic Squad 


NEW YORK, March 24.—(A)— 
Gustavus T. Kirby, of New York, 
Olympic treasurer, told the American 
Olympic committee today that $300,- 
000 would be needed to send a com- 
plete team to the 1936 olympi@, in- 
cluding the winter sports at Garmisch- 
Partenkirchen and the main program 
at Berlin. 

“The raising of this sum,” Kirby 
said, “will prove more difficult than 
heretofore. We can expect to raise a 
maxamum of $100,000 from sources 
other than contributions, that is to 
say, from the tryouts. Perhaps we will 
obtain no more than $50,000 from this 
source. From local finance commit- 
tees we can expect $50,000. Taking 
estimate of $100,000 
from the tryouts and local finance 
committees, that leaves $200,000 to 
be raised by the games committee 
themselves.”

Climb- 
ing through the same window Leighte 
used, he pulled two persons to safety 
and then collapsed, overcome by 
smoke. He was revived and continued 
the rescue work later. 

Fredericks said the front door open- 
ed inward, forcing the fleeing patrons
